The Marvels Of Aluminum 


When Alloyed With Other Metals 
Weight Practically Unchanged 

Ever since aluminum was produced 
{n a commercial! form the greatest {n- 
terest has beep taken in its applica- 
tion to various engineering structures 
where lightness with strength fs de- 
sirable. It was soon found that when 
aluminum wae alloyed witb other 
metals its strength was greatly {in- 
creased without any great change in 
weight. Various alloys of aluminum 
have been used in the structure if 
airships and aeroplanes, and the re- 
sults have been so promising that a 
special committee was 
Great Britain te undertake 
research of the properties of alu- 
minum alloys. A report recently {s- 
sued by this committees embodies the 
results of seven years of research con- 
ducted in the National Physical Labor: 
atory, which is subsidized by the Brit- 
ish Government. This research has 
resulted in the discovery of many al- 
loys which are of great promise for 
practically all kinds of engineering, 
Particularly motor car manufacture, 
railway rolling stock, internal com- 
bustion engines and steam engineer- 
ing. The only problem awaiting 
solution is the production of these al- 
loys on a commercial scale. Already 
a beginning has been made in this 
direction by a British Government 
factory; and British manufacturers 
are looking closely into the possibility 
of producing some of these wonderful 
substances for regular use in place of 
ateel.

Alert Revival 
In Hog Raising 


OmMeresting Count of Grades in 
Ontario and Quebec 

This wiater has witnessed an alert 
Fevival of interest in hog raising as a 
®ource of steady revenue expecially 
for the mixed farm. This is the out 
@ome of the conference called by the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
at Ottawa and the wide publicity giv- 
@n to the keen competition which 


“must be met on the British market, 


get chiefly by Danish exporters. Signs 
of this awakened interest can be trac: 
@d in almost every report of farmers’ 
Gatherings from end to end of the Do 
minion. A healthy sign is the inte)- 
Mgent way in which the producers are 
seeking the facts of the new condi 
tions in our markets. If this spirit 
continues those nearest the industry 
State that there need be no question 
ing the ultimate success of the effort 
to restore our bacon export trade to 
its proper position. 

One fact which, no doubt, will great 
ly surprise the majority of hog raisers 
fe that only a little over one-half of 
the number purchased by meat pack 
ers in Ontario and Quebec can be 
graded into the desired weights set 
by the Ottawa conference for select 
bacon hogs. An actual count has 
been kept in the last month by eleven 
packing plants operating In Ontario 
and Quebec. Classifications were 
made on weights only. The records 
show that farmers pay little attention 
to markéting hogs at the proper 
weights, to say nothing of bacon qua)- 
ity. The numbers and ratios of all 
hogs bought, teaving out sows anil 
Btags, were as follows:

The desired weights of 160 to 2iu 


Ibs. alive at the packing plant mean 
roughly 170 to 220 ibs. at the farm. 
These are the weights at which, from 
the point of economical productign, it 
wil] best pay the farmer to sell, From 
the standpoint of building an export 
bacon trade they are the weights the 
packer must have. Some of the 
hogs of undesirable weight would have 
made select bacon if they had not 
not been marketed unfinished or over 
finished. But, being outside the 
weights required to make good “Wilt- 
shire sides,” they had to be excluded. 

The bearing of these figures will be 
obvious to  farmer-producers. It 
means tLat even in the best producing 
provinces of the Dominion only about 
one-half of the hogs sent to market 
come within the weight limits which 
form, as it were, the first “coarse 
screen” grading. Out of these a con- 
siderable proportion wil! inevitably be 
too short and thick to class as select 
bacon hogs. It will be plain under 
the circumstances that the first and 
most important step to recover the 
British bacon market must He in 
breeding a much larger proportion of 
hogs of the required type, in market- 
ing these at proper weights, and the 
abandonment of some lines of breed- 
ing now followed based upon wrong 
ideas of where Canadian hog products 
must eventually be marketed.

Five Savea 

“Saving is a habit which very few 
men acquire,” writes Lord Beaver- 
brook in the Express: “These are 
the rulers of the land, and the only 
men who dispute with them are those 
whose ancestors have saved for them. 

“I have often tried to estimate what 
proportion is between those who save 
and thuse who do not, and what in 
each case the motive for putting 
money by may be. It is my cal- 
culation that only one in five saves. 

“And even from that figure one 
must deduct the numbers of those 
who save not for the purpose of re 
investment or increasing their capital, 
but as a matter of precaution or fear.”

No electric appliances should ever 
be placed where a person in a bath- 
tub oan reach them. Such is the 
assertion of Dr. A Zimmerin in the 
Presse Medicale (Paris) in comment- 
ing on the death of a colleague. Bleo- 
trocution has taken place with a cur- 
rent of only 110 volts under such cir- 
cumstances. 

The reason ie that the water on the 
hands and body provides exceptional. 
ly favorable conditions for conduc- 
tlon of the current. It is not safe to 
touch even an electric Nght, Heater or 
bell when in the bath. Doctor Zim- 
merlin cites recent cases as follows: 

A woman killed by holding an elec- 
tric light in one wet hand while turn- 
ing a whter faucet with the other; a 
woman killed by wiping with a wet 
cloth tho current distributing appar- 
atus for an electric heater; a man 
recelving a severe shock by taking 
hold of a chandelier while holding an 
electric light suspended by a wire. 

It Is very dangerous to change an 
electric bulb when the hands are wet 
or the floor is wet; a slight defect in 
the insulation .may cause a severe 
shock or even death. .

Fighting Civic Ugliness 


Law of Jersey City is Worthy of 
Consideration 

The growing desire of many towns 
and cities to free themselves as far 
as possible from their physica) ugli 
ness has found expression in Jersey 
city. N.J., where a zoning law has 
been adopted looking to the beautifi 
cation of the community. It has 
been attracting considerable attention 
from other American cities. 

One of the first requirements of the 
Jersey City law is that buildings shal) 
be kept far enough back from the 
street line to provide open space for 
air and good appearance. On arterial 
streets the buildings must be ten feet 
back from the sidewalk; on side 
streets new buildings~must average 
the position of old buildings in the 
block The height of buildings is 
limited in both business and 
ment house districts. 

The author of the Jersey City law 
is Mr. John Stuart Thomson, writer 
and public speaker of note, who was 
born and educated in Canada. Mr 
Thomson holds that such regulations 
as are contemplated in his legislation 
will make for the economle physical, 
and moral benefit of cities and their 
people.—Ottawa Journal.

Many Things Are Dangerous and May 
Cause Disaster 

There are certain cargoes no cap 
tain likes to carry, no matter how 
heavily they may be insured. For ft 
must always be remembered that 4 
ship’s master Is responsible not only 
for his ship and her cargo but also for 
the crew. 

Grains of any sore are always dan 
gerous things to carry. Frequently 
the captain himself superintends the 
loading of such a cargo, for éarelens 
stowing may bring disaster on his 
ship if she ments a storm. 

But the real danger from grates la 
the fact that they swell when once 
fouched by moisture, For that rea 
80D a vesse) taking on corn or wheat 
is examined for any defect. Should 
a rive be out of place water will reach 
the cargo and the thousands of tons of 
grain wil) swell and burst the sbip. 

Explosives are never hed A 
cargo of these menns many irksome 
Nite restrictions on the crew. They 
must be careful not to smoke any- 
where near the cargo. 

Ov entering port the captaln takes 
his vessel as far away from other 
craft as he possibly can and files a 
diamond-shaped red flag from his hab 
vards. He breathes with relief whea 
he sees his dengerous cargo discharg- 
ed 

Though there are, of course, boata 
Atted out specially for carrying petro- 
leam, it sometimes falls to the lot of 
ships not 80 equipped to take on this 
carRo Generally thelr engines are 
amidships, while a tanker’s are oft, 
it is a trying Ume for captato and 
crew, for all must exercise the erenat- 
est caution ip seeing that nothing ta 
the nature of fire reaches the cargo 

Another dangerous cargo Is onions, 
Like grain, these things swell whea 
given moisture, Bui the real danger 
to be feared from them Is the bad 
gas which they give off when they 
have been at sea for some time. Cases

Historic and Beautiful 
Ritual at Funeral 
Services in St. Peters

ROME,—Pope Benedict KV 
entombed with solemn and impressive 
ceremonies last Thursday afternoon, 
His body, enclosed in three caskets 
and dressed in the pontifical robes lies 
in a crypt under the great basilica of 
St. Peters to the right of the entrance. 

The historic and beautiful ritual was 
witnessed only by members of the 
sacred college, members of the 
pontifical household and the papal 
nobility and diplomats accredited to 
the Vatican.

The Funeral Ceremony 

ROME,—The great bronze doors of 
St. Peters were closed at noon cutting 
off the stream of humanity which for 
more than three days had been pass- 
ing before the bier where the body of 
Pope Benedict XV lay in state. 

The ceremony began with the re- 
moval of the body from the chapel of 
the holy sacrament to the chapel of 
the choir, It rested upon a bier which 
was borne upon the shoulders of the 
red-robed ushers whose usual functions 
are tocarry the pope in the papal 
chair in pontificial processions. 

The funeral cortege was headed by 
the Vatican clergy, bearing torches 
chanting the anthem ‘“Kxaltadunt 
Domino,” 

On either side of the bier strode 
members of the Swiss guards. VPala- 
tine guards and the papal gendar- 
meries, As the procession moved, the 
choir of the chapel Julia in flowing 
robes of purple sang the Miserere, 

Noble guards in full dress uniform 
formed aneseort of honor and the 
pontiff'’s bier was covered with a 
tapestry of red damask upon which 
the body had rested while lying in 
state io the basilica, 


Immediately behind the body came 
the major eleemosynary accompanied 
by Sacristian Zampini, and followed 
by Prince Ruspoli, grand master of 
the apostolic household; the Marquis 
Sacchi, major forager; the Marquis 
Francesco, and Col, Dirschbubl, com- 
mander of the Swiss guards, preced- 
ing corps of the Noble guards. 

Next.came the major prelates in 
flowing robes of black and purple, 
then members of the ancient order 
of the Sword and Cape in quaint 
medieval costumes, with ruffled col- 
lars, guiters and buckled slippers; 
then the high offiers of the armed 
forces of the Vatican in the order of 
their precedence. 

The strains of the Miserere were 
heard as the procession approached 
the chapel and the cardinal archpriest, 
Merry Del Val, and the cardinal 
took — their 
places near the casket, which was to 
receive the body, 

As the strains of ‘‘Miserere” ended, 
the pontiff's body was carried in, and 
the anthem “Exaltadunt Domino” 
was again sung, followed by the 
chanting of “In Paradisum.” 

Ceremony of Absolution 

Then the solemn ceremony of ab- 
solution took place and the choir sang 
the anthem “Ingrediar” followed by 
“Sicut Cerevus.” While the lust 
anthem was being sung the body was 
deposited in the cypress coffin and the 
major domo of the Vatican, Monsignor 
Sans de Samper, covered the face of 
the pope with a veil of white silk, and 
placed in the coffin the medals struck 
during the pontificate of Benedict 
and purse of coins, in accordance with 
custom, 

Mardinal Cagliero, archbishop of 
Fiascasti and the first cardinal created 
by Benedict, covered the body with a 
large ved-veil fringed with gold and 
placed at the feet a brass cylinder 
upov which was inscribed a succinct 
history of the life and pontificate of 
the late pope, 

Finally, absolution was given, the 
coffin was sealed by the cardinal 
camerleingo and the arch-piiest with 
ribbons of violet eflk and the cover 
was screwed down. The burial act 
was then read and formal! transfer of 
the body was made by the sacred 
college tu the chapel of the basilica, 
this being duly registered, The coffin 
Was thereupon sealed with the apost- 
olic palace seal, then those of the 
basilican chapel, the arch-priest and 
camerleingo.

This was surmounted by a wooden 
cross also by the papal coat of arms 
with tiara and the brief Latin inscrip- 
tion “The Body of Benedict the 
Fifteenth, Supreme Pontit! Who Liv- 
ed Sixty-Seven Years, Occupied the 
Throne of St. Peter Seven Years, and 
Died January Twenty-Second, Nine- 
teen Twenty-Two.” 


the crypt in the left lateral nave near 
the right entrance «f St, Peters, last 
absolution was given and Benedict 
XV was lett to bis rest beneath the 
flagstones which are trod by thousands 
of pilgrims annually, The clearing of 
St. Peters for the burial services was 
carried out by Italian royal troops. 
At 11:30 o'clock they began making & 
thorough search of the huge basilia, 
so that no unauthorized persons might 
remain for the final ceremony, In 
nooks and corners and behind pillars 
numbers were found, many women 
among them, who had hidden in the 
hope of being overlooked until three 
o'clock, the hour for the ceremony’s 
beginning. 

These groups being brought out 
into the open, « force of 2,000 soldiers 
which had been stationed in the 
streets and squares nearby, deployed 
behind the church and moved slowly 
through the basilica with its numerous 


crowds ahead, There was no disorder, 
the people offering no resistance, 
readily recognizing for the most part 
the duty of complying with the 
regulations of the church authorities, 

LONDON, Jan, 27—A requiem mass 
in honor of Benedict XV, drew o 
vast congregation today to the West- 
minster cathedral, 

The lord chamberlain represented 
King George at the mass, and the 
Duke of Atholl and Earl Howe repre- 
sented Queen Mother Alexandra. All 
the ambassadors and ministers were 
present except United States Ambus- 
sador Harvey, who isin Paris,

tn Commemoration of Arme 
Conference at Washington 

The anew United States silver dol- 
Jar is now in circulation, several hun- 
dred thousand having been ebipped to 
the Federal Reserve Bank by the 
Philadelphia Mint. 

The new coin was made tn com- 
memoration of the arms conferenve 
at Wachington. It is designed with 
the head of Liberty on one side, and 
on the other a dove upon a mountain 
top, clutching an olive branch, struck 
by the rays of the sun, with the word 
“peace” beneath it. 

This {s the first time the silver dol- 
jar has been changed since 1878. The 
coinage laws forbid any change in 
the design more often than once in 
25 years, except by special 
tion. 

There will be 180,000,000 of the new 
colns issued, one-half of which will 
be dated 1921. The first dollay was 
sent by special messenger to Prest- 
dent Harding.
